Thirtytwo Heavy Machines
Raid Saarbruck and Sail
Away in Fog.

DROP SALVOS OF BOMBS

Sky Armadas Now Fashioned Ex-
actly on Plan of Battle-

ship Fleets. 4

Parla, Aug. . —The navies of the alr
have again clashed, and a French aero-
plane squadron has beaten off a moaquito
fleet of German “aviatiks,"” bambarded
the railroad station and factories at
Baarbruck. on the border of Rhine prov-
ince, on German s=oll, and ssiled away
through a dense fog, leaving great clouds
of smoke and flame rising from the earth
below.

The extent to which the sky armadas
have been developed by the genlus of
the French officials and pilots is aptly
demonstrated when it becomes known
that aero squadrons are now fashioned
exactly on the plan of fleets of battle-
ships. The machines are divided Into
clagsen, each of which has its peparate
function to perform.

The epeedy, light air craft are desig-
nated as the scouts and destrovers of

the squadron and swarm around the
heavier craft, which, flylng in battle
formeation, are equipped with heavy
bombs and light cennon. ‘They carry

only machine rifles and light rapid-fire
guns and are designed to fizht off the
attaicks of the enemy aircraft, giving
the main squadron of air Dreadnoughts
opportunity either to veer and sall away
or to prepare themselves for battle

Instead of flving by twos and threes,
a8 In the beginning of the war, these
alreraft now strike out on their raids
in flotillas of thirty or more, the light
aeros darting out in front and protect-
ing the flanks of their heavier and slow-
er brethren. which are burdened with
heavy bomba slung in baskets under-
neath, which can be released upon the
earth by a shaft arrangement, like the
gear of an automoblle, close by the
pllot’'s hand.

There is a flagship for each squadron,
from which the flight commander issues
orders from His captains and lieutenants
aboard the other aireraft. Even atmos-
pherie conditions have, to a large ex-
lent, heen overcome, today's rald being
carried out in a bank of fogs, the
French machines layving course for miles
through the fleacy curtain,

Thirty-two heavy tnachines, accompa-
nied by a number of light craft, set out
from a point in northern France today,
on the rald agalnst Saarbruck. Owing
fo the difficulties of the fog, six of the
larger type aeros were forced to put
back, but the rest ald a good course
and In a couple of hours arrived over
their destination.

A swarm of German “aviatiks" imme-
diately took to the air to combat the
Invading fleet, but were Immediately en-
gaged by the speedy alr crulsers and
destroyers of the French fleet, the while
the battle aeros circled over their ob-
Jjective and loosed salvos of bombs, more
than 1% hurtling earthward upon the
bulldings &nd factories o! the German
town.

Their work compieted, the word to re-
tire was flashed to each French ma-
chine and. while the smaller craft
fought off the Germans, the retreat com-
menced. The Germans soon gave up the
pursult.

Dutch Buy Munttions In U. S.,

Preparing to Fight

plying Allies, but It Is

Big Shipments Made to Holland by Firm Which Also Is Sup-

Not Known on Which

New York, Aug. 3.—While cable die-
patches from London state that Hol-

land is anxiously awaiting the outcome
of the Austro-Hungarian protest to
the United States against the exporta-
tion of munitions to neutral nations
before placing large orders In this
country, information came to the Even-
ing Sun today that the government of
the Netherlands has been recelving a
steady stream of munftions for months
past from an American munition fac-
tory that is supplying the ailles.

The reports from London are to the
effect that Holland, sorely put to It to

them without precipitation, and at the
moment their rear Is not threatened.
Moreover, thern are signs that the

Shipments are not made until
the goods first recelve the seéal of ap-
proval of the forelgn experts, and then
they are placed aboard lightera and
towed to this ecity, aslongside the
steamers of the allles. '

CARRANZA TO TAKE
BULL BY THE HORNS

Galveston, Tex.,, Aug. 35.—All doubt

as to Carranza’s position regarding
various Mexican problems have been
removed by cablegrama received

here today. He proposes to become
president of Mexico in some way, and
has already taken the “bull by the
horns.” BSince last Friday, sccording
to the official dispatches, the archives
and government clerks have been*mov-
ing to Mexico City. Carranza himself
will go within a few days. Once
there, he will proclaim himself provi-
slonal president of the republic and es-
tablish a government after his own
ideas.

In support of his actlon he will ap-
peal to the people of the United States
for support through a manifesto which
is about ready for the press of this
country.

In this appeal he will give in detail
the history of the revolution and will
publish &ll correspondence with the
State Department under Bryan and
Lansing. Further, he will ahow what
he calls unfair treatment of the revo-
Jution spirit by certain Americans and
other forelgn councils.

These dispatches say there will be
no conference between Carranza and
Villa or Carranza and Zapata. These,
Carranza Insists, must leave Mexico.

IS PUZZLING EL.PASO

El Paso, Tex, Aug. *—Gen. Hugh
1. Beott had little to say to Gen. Fran-
ciaco Villa today, and that littie he
sald in a mighty short time They
talked In just seventeen minutea, Both
Seott and Villa refused tonight to
make any statement which will throw
the least light on Scott's miszion to
the border,

Gen. Scott, when he alighted from
the train at 2:45 o'clock this afternoon,
was handed a telegram which in-
structed him to take up with Villa the
question of forced loans and confisca-
tion of forelgn mining and mercantile
Interests on the Villa tegritory. It s
considered certain here that Scott told

Villa exactly what ls expected of him |

Iin the present crisia. El Pasoans are
now puzzied over Bcott’s real mission
to the border, and what Washington
expects Villa to do and what Villa's
reply to these demands will do. Gen-
eral opinion here Is that Villa has
been directed to cease operations with-
in a certain number of days or take
the consequences. These consequences,
it is belleved, will be the blocking of
all border ports and if necessary the
occupation of Mexican ports on the
line.

By this latter move Villa would be de-
prived of the gold that may come to him
as taxes from imports and exports. thus
cutting off his food and ammunition
supplies. It is belleved that that iden-
tical action Is planned by Washingion In
the handling of Carranza. Gen. Felipe
Angeles, Villa's secretary of war, al-
though the prime mover in peace pro-
ceedings, was not at the conference be-
tween Gen. Scott and Villa.

George C. Carothers, Washington's
representative with Villa, was present,
however, and acted as Interpreter. The
meeting between Gen. Scott and Villa
was held in a little house which Villa
has been using as his Juares home. Gen.
Scott was not in uniform when he ar-
rived here today, and no military hon-
ors were bestowed on him.

The services were In charge of Com-
mandant Rush, of the Navy Yard, and
were conducted by the chaplain of the
Old Soldiers’ Home, Chelsea. Thers
were prayers and scriptural reading.
Hundreds of marines’ and sallors stood.
with bared heads. A volley was fired
over the casket by a company from the
II.
